To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Maesteg  Urban 
District  Council. 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Maesteg  Urban  District  for  the  year 
1957 > during  which  time  the  Office  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was 
held  by  Dr.  Donald  W.  Foster,  who  relinquished  his  appointment  in 
March  of  this  year  to  take  up  an  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  the  Pontypridd  Urban  District  Council. 

As  a result  I shall  confine  my  comments  to  essential  statistics 

only. 

(l)  INFANT  MORTALITY  : 

Unfortunately  the  temporary  improvement  shown  last  year  of 
24.15  infant  deaths  per  thousand  live  births,  has  not  been  maintained, 
the  figure  for  this  year  being  30.14*  For  comparison  the  figures  for 
England  and  Wales  and  the  Administrative  County  of  Glamorgan  are 
23.00  and  31.45  respectively.  It  will  be  seen  therefore  that  although 
the  infant  mortality  rate  for  Maesteg  is  higher  than  that  obtaining  in 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  yet  it  does  not  exceed  the  general  rate 
for  Glamorgan. 

Of  importance  is  the  fact  that  10  out  of  the  11  deaths  occurring 
were  in  babies  under  4 weeks  of  age,  and  that  the  eleventh  was  from 
a condition  which  undoubtedly  had  its  onset  in  that  same  period  of  life. 
These  neo-natal  deaths  remain  throughout  the  country  as  the  "hard  core" 
of  infantile  mortality  and  it  would  appear  that  the  solution  to  the 
problem  may  lie  more  in  the  work  of  the  maternal  and  child  welfare 
services  than  in  those  aspects  of  environmental  hygiene  which  concern 
the  members  of  this  Council. 

(2)  DEATH-RATE  (ALL  AGES  COMBINED)  s 

The  adjusted  local  death-rate  for  Maesteg  is  15.20,  in 
comparison  with  13*99  for  the  administrative  county  and  is  considerably 
higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  In  general,  analysis 
of  the  deaths  by  cause  indicates  that  the  conditions  of  prime  importance 
are  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  malignant  disease,  and 
bronchitis,  a pattern  which  is  in  evidence  throughout  the  country. 
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Cancer  of  the  lung  has  achieved  considerable  prominence  in 
recent  years,  hut  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  motor  vehicle 
accidents  were  responsible  for  as  many  deaths  in  this  area  as  lung 
cancer,  followed  closely  by  other  accidents  which  caused  as  many 
deaths  as  influenza.  Accidental  causes  of  death,  both  on  the  roads 
and  in  the  home  must  therefore  claim  considerable  attention  in  the 
preventive  field  in  the  future. 

(3)  Much  work  remains  to  be  done  in  improving  the  standards  of 
housing  and  abating  the  overcrowding  that  exists.  It  is  encouraging 
that  83  new  houses  have  been  erected  by  the  Council  during  the  year, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  a vigorous  policy  in  this  respect  will  continue 
to  be  followed  since  unsatisfactory  housing  undoubtedly  constitutes 
the  most  clamant  problem  existing  in  the  area  at  the  present  time, 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Council  and  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  welcome  and 
help  extended  to  me  in  taking  up  my  post  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

TRAVELLERS  ABROAD 
CERTIFICATES  OF  VACCINATION 


Each  year,  several  certificates  are  brought  to  the  Health 
Department  by  people  who  are  travelling  abroad  either  for 
holidays  or  emmigrating. 

In  accordance  with  the  Regulations,  some  of  these 
certificates  are  required  to  be  stamped  with  an  approved  stamp 
at  the  Health  Department  in  the  district  where  the  vaccination 
was  performed.  It  therefore  does  not  necessarily  take  place  in 
the  district  where  the  traveller  is  a resident. 

Generally  speaking,  most  certificates  attended  to  at  the 
Department  are  for  vaccination  against  Smallpox  and  Cholera. 
Certification  of  certificates  of  vaccination  against  such  diseases 
as  Yellow  Fever  is  carried  out  at  the  actual  centre  where  the 
vaccination  is  performed. 

The  essential  part  of  the  certification  is  recognition  of 
the  signature  shown  as  being  that  of  a local  practitioner 
performing  the  vaccination.  Particular  attention  is  also  paid 
to  the  method  of  dating  in  order  to  avoid  any  unnecessary  delay 
in  travellers  being  allowed  ashore  ’at  the  other  end.' 

These  certificates  are  not  to  be  obtained  by  travellers  at 
the  Health  Department  and  it  is  not  the  responsibility  of  either  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  the  Local  Authority  to  provide  them. 
However,  a small  stock  is  kept  at  the  Department  for  emergency  use 
only  as  travel  agencies  usually  supply  them  - also  employers  who 
are  engaging  people  for  work  abroad. 

During  the  year  1957 » 27  certificates  were  dealt  with  at 
the  Health  Department.

In  the  course  of  the  year,  the  number  of  notifications  of 
Tuberculosis  (Pulmonary  and.  Other  Forms)  received,  was  29.  This 
figure  shows  an  increase  of  4 on  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during 
the  year  was  13  males  and  12  females. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  5;

No  special  provision  is  made  by  the  Council  for  the  treatment 
of  Tuberculosis,  but  this  is  left  to  the  medical. practitioner  in 
attendance  who,  either  directly  or  through  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  obtains  the  assistance  of  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital 
Board.  No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  for  the  removal  of 
patients  under  Section  172,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  during  the 
year  1957* 
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HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  following  Health  Services  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council  : - 

1.  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

2.  Domiciliary  Midwifery. 

3*  Health  Visiting. 

4.  Home  Nursing. 

5.  Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

6.  Ambulance  Services. 

7.  Prevention  of  Illness;  Care  and  After-Care. 

8.  Domestic  Help  Service. 

9.  Duties  connected  with  Lunacy  and  Mental  Health. 

10.  Provision  of  Health  Centres. 

These  services  are  administered  through  the  Divisional  Office, 
County  Council  Offices,  Quarella  Road,  Bridgend,  with  the  exception 
of  Lunacy,  Mental  Health  and  the  County  Ambulance  Service. 

The  Hospitals  of  Mid-Glamorgan  are  administered  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  through  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Hospital  Management 
Committee  in  Neath. 


(l)  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  Medical  Inspection  of  school-children  and  the  holding  of 
Ophthalmic,  Dental  & Orthopaedic  Clinics  is  done  by  the  County 
Council.  The  various  age  groups  are  examined  periodically  and  from 
the  school  inspections,  referred  to  the  various  clinics  if  so 
required. 

Cod  liver  oil  and  malt  is  provided  for  cases  of  under-nutrition 
or  under-development.  In  cases  of  infectious  disease  special  steps 
are  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  school  authorities  to  exclude  all 
scholars,  where  considered  necessary,  who  have  been  in  contact  with 
the  patient.

MATERNAL  & CHILD  WELFARE 


The  Glamorgan  County  Council  maintains  an  ante-natal  clinic 
every  Monday  afternoon  in  the  Maternal  & Child  Welfare  Centre, 

Church  Street,  Maesteg.  The  Regional  Hospital  Board  provides,  in 
addition,  ante-natal  clinics  attended  by  local  practitioners  in 
the  same  building. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  every  Tuesday  morning  and 
afternoon,  while  in  addition,  clinics  are  held  fortnightly  in 
Trinity  Church  Hall  Nantyffyllon  on  Thursdays,  and  in  the  Spritualist 
Churoh  Hall,  Caerau,  on  Wednesdays,  and  at  the  Park  Site  Mission 
Hall  on  alternate  Thursday  mornings. 

The  Maesteg  General  Hospital  provides  accommodation  for  11 
patients.  Other  cases  are  delivered  by  the  County  Midwives  at  home 
or  referred  to  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Hospital,  Bridgend,  for  delivery. 

All  maternity  bookings  are  made  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  via 
the  general  practitioners  in  the  clinic. 

The  County  Council  also  provides  for  certain  aspects  of  the 
care  and  treatment  of  mentally  defective  or  physically  handicapped 
children.  These  cases  are  brought  to  light  by  school  medical 
inspections  and  child  welfare  clinics  or  referred  by  general 
practitioners.  In  Maesteg  a school  clinic  is  provided  in  Plasnewydd 
School  for  dental,  orthopaedic  and  refraction  cases.  Homeless  or 
neglected  children  are  provided  for  in  the  Cottage  Home,  Bridgend, 
through  the  Children's  Officer. 


(3)  TUBERCULOSIS 

Institutions  are  maintained  by  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital 
Board  for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis. 

A Tuberculosis  clinic  is  held  in  the  Maternal  & Child  Welfare  Centre, 
Church  Street,  Maesteg,  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  mornings  of  each 
week. 


(4)  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Officers  of  the  National  Assistance  Board,  stationed  locally, 
now  have  an  Office  at  the  Ministry  of  Labour  & National  Service 
Castle  Street,  Maesteg. 
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(5) 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  Maesteg  Isolation  Hospital  provides  accommodation  for 
18  patients. 


(6)  SMALLPOX 

Cases  of  suspected  or  confirmed  Smallpox  in  South  Wales  will 
he  admitted  in  the  first  instance  to  Penrhys  Hospital,  Rhondda. 

This  hospital  can  he  made  ready  to  admit  patients  within  an  hour 
from  the  time  of  notification.  Where  the  consultant  decides  that 
a dase  should  he  admitted  to  a smallpox  hospital  he  will  arrange 
directly  with  Penrhys  Hospital  for  the  hospital  to  he  made  ready  to 
receive  the  patient. 


(7)  GENERAL 

The  Maesteg  General  Hospital  provides  accommodation  for 
58  patients. 


(8)  CHRONIC  SICK 

The  Llwydarth  Hospital,  Maesteg,  which  was  formerly  the 
Maesteg  Maternity  Home,  was  converted  into  a chronic  sick  unit  of 
13  beds  and  admissions  commenced  on  1st  April,  1957*  Patients 
admitted  are  mainly  from  the  Maesteg  Area  and  are  attended  hy  their 
own  general  practitioners  who  are  also  responsible  for  admissions. 


(9)  VACCINATION  & IMMUNISATION 

Vaccination  of  children  against  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria, 
Smallpox  and  Poliomyelitis  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council, 
and  for  further  particulars  enquiries  should  he  made  at  the  nearest 
clinic. 


(10)  AMBULANCES 

The  ambulance  services  are  under  the  direction  of  the  County 
Council.  ALL  CALLS  for  the  service  are  dealt  with  via  the  main  station 
at  Aherkenfig  (Telephone  No.  - ABERKENFIG  303)  > while  sub-stations  are 
established  in  the  Maesteg  General  Hospital  and  in  Caerau.  Requests 
for  ambulances  not  required  until  the  next  day  are  met  by  means  of  a 
certificate  signed  by  a doctor,  nurse  or  midwife  and  handed  in  at  the 
local  ambulance  station  not  later  than  8 p.m.  on  the  previous  day. 
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In  emergencies,  or  when  ambulances  are  required  on  the  same 
day,  requests  are  made  by  telephone  to  Aberkenfig  and  the  certificate 
handed  to  the  ambulance  driver  when  conveying  the  patient.  The 
conveyance  of  maternity  cases  is  arranged  in  the  same  manner.  Where 
accidents  or  other  emergencies  occur  adjacent  to  an  ambulance 
sub-station,  drivers  have  been  instructed  to  deal  with  the  situation 
themselves  and  inform  the  ambulance  control  station  of  the  action 
they  are  taking.

CO-OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES 


The  Inspector  of  the  local  branch  of  the  National  Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  maintains  close  co-operation 
with  the  Department.  A number  of  cases  of  neglected  or  ill-treated 
children  is  investigated  by  the  Inspector  each  year,  sometimes  at 
the  request  of  the  Health  Department. 


CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Premises  where  oases  of  infectious  disease  occur  are  visited 
where  this  is  thought  necessary.  The  taking  of  swabs  and 
immunisation  of  all  contacts  where  applicable  is  undertaken  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

If  removal  to  hospital  is  necessary,  infected  rooms  are 
disinfected  by  the  Department  at  the  patient's  home.  When  the 
patient  is  isolated  at  home,  this  is  done  on  termination  of  the 
illness.  Infected  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  are  sometimes  removed 
on  request  to  the  Maesteg  Isolation  Hospital  and  dealt  with  by 
steam-disinfection.

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RENT  ACT,  1957 


The  Rent  Act,  1957 » came  into  force  on  the  6th  July,  1957. 

The  Act  has  added  considerably  to  the  work  of  Local  Government 
Officers,  especially  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate. 

The  local  authority’s  main  interests  are  :- 

(a)  The  effect  of  the  Act  an  houses  of  which  the  rent 
has  hitherto  been  fixed  by  the  local  authority 
themselves. 

(b)  The  effect  of  the  Act  on  Council  Houses. 

(c)  The  effect  of  the  Act  on  requisitioned  houses 
and  houses  formerly  held  under  requisition. 

(d)  Certificates  of  Disrepair  (and  this  is  the 
most  important). 

Certificates  of  Disrepair  s- 

The  procedure  here,  which  is  quite  different  from  that 
introduced  by  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954 » may  be 
summarised  as  follows  s- 

(i)  At  any  time  the  tenant  may  serve  on  the  landlord 
a notice  (Form  G),  specifying  the  defects  which 
he  thinks  should  be  remedied.  "Defects"  is  not 
defined  for  this  purpose,  and  the  standards  of 
Section  9 of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act, 

1954 > will  not  apply. 

The  local  authority  is  confined  to  the  defects  as 
specified  by  the  tenant  when  deciding  whether  or 
not  a certificate  of  disrepair  is  to  be  issued. 

(ii)  The  landlord  then  has  to  be  allowed  six  weeks  in 

which  to  rectify  the  defects  or  give  an  undertaking 
(Form  H)  to  the  effect  that  they  will  be  rectified. 

(iii)  In  default  of  (ii),  the  tenant  may  then  apply  to  the 
local  authority  (Form  i)  - fee  of  2/6d,  for  a 
certificate  of  disrepair. 


-22- 


(iv)  The  local  authority  must  give  three  weeks’  notice 
to  the  landlord  (Form  J)  of  their  intention  to 
issue  a certificate,  having  first  satisfied 
themselves  that  a certificate  ought  to  be  issued. 

(v)  In  that  three  weeks  the  landlord  may  undertake  on 
Form  K,  not  Form  H at  this  stage,  to  remedy  the 
defects. 

The  authority  may  refuse  to  accept  an  undertaking  in 
three  classes  of  cases  : 

(a)  If  a landlord  has  previously  had  a certificate 
of  disrepair  issued  against  him  in  respect  of 
the  dwelling,  or 

(b)  has  failed  in  an  undertaking  to  do  repairs,  or 

(c)  has,  in  certain  cases,  been  subject  to  action 
under  Section  10,  Housing  Act,  1936,  or  under 
the  Public  Health  Act. 

If  the  local  authority  so  refuse,  or  if  no  such  undertaking 
is  given  within  three  weeks,  they  must  issue  a certificate 
of  disrepair  (Form  L). 

(vi)  The  landlord  may  apply  to  the  local  county  court  to 
quash  (or  vary)  a certificate  of  disrepair,  or  he  may 
at  any  time  apply  to  the  local  authority  for  the 
cancellation  of  the  certificate  on  the  ground  that  the 
defects  specified  in  the  certificate  (which  must  be 
confined  to  defects  appearing  on  the  original 
application)  have  been  remedied. 

In  the  latter  case  (the  application  must  be  on  Form  7 - 
fee  of  2/6d)  the  local  authority  must  give  the  tenant  three 
weeks’  notice  (Form  N)  of  their  intention  to  cancel  the 
certificate. 

If  no  objection  is  received  from  the  tenant  within  that 
period,  they  must  cancel  the  certificate. 

(vii)  Further,  where  a landlord  has  undertaken  to  remedy 
defects  (either  to  the  tenant  or  to  the  local 
authority),  the  landlord  or  the  tenant  may  apply 
to  the  local  authority  (Form  0 - fee  of  2/6d)  for 
a certificate  stating  that  the  defects  have  or  have 
not  been  remedied. 

This  certificate  must  follow  Form  P. 
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During  the  year  1957 » 42  applications  were  received  from 

tenants  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the  Act. 

Of  these,  26  Certificates  were  granted. 

Undertakings  were  received  and  accepted  from  Landlords  or 
their  Agents  in  respect  of  14  properties,  to  carry  out  the 
required  works  within  a period  of  six  months. 

At  the  tenant’s  request,  one  application  was  withdrawn. 

One  application  was  'held  over'  at  the  tenant's  request  as 
the  required  repairs  had  been  commenced  by  the  owner.

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Copies  of  all  laboratory  reports  (with  the  exception  of 
those  belonging  to  the  swimming  pools)  were  forwarded  to  the 
Engineer  & Manager,  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board.  Reports  of  all 
samples  taken  from  the  pools  are  given  to  the  Council's  Surveyor 
and  copies  sent  also  to  the  Superintendent  of  each  pool. 

During  the  year  the  Department  purchased  its  first  'all 
purposes'  Lovibond  Comparator  for  measuring  the  chlorine  content 
at  the  swimming  pools  and  also  for  testing  the  pH  value  (acidity).

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SUPERVISION  OF  MILK  DISTRIBUTION

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SEWAGE  WORKS 


The  new  Maesteg  Sewage  Works  has  now  been  operating  for  four  years; 
approximately  two  million  gallons  per  day  of  sewage  is  treated. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  Council's  system  of  daily  refuse  collection  is  still  in 
force.  The  only  dwellings  where  collection  is  not  possible  ia 
from  certain  outlying  farms  and  cottages. 

The  new  road  constructed  by  the  Surveyor's  Department  in 
1957  leading  from  Blaencaerau  Road  to  Dunraven  Street  has  made 
more  convenient  the  collection  of  refuse  from  this  part  of  Caerau. 

From  time-to-time,  leaflets  warning  occupiers  of  possible 
prosecution  are  distributed  to  individual  houses  and  streets  where 
refuse  is  known  to  be  dumped  in  lanes,  river  banks,  etc,  A record 
is  kept  at  the  Department  of  the  numbers  of  houses  and  streets  to 
which  leaflets  are  distributed. 

The  introduction  of  the  approved  standardised  type  of  refuse 
receptacle  and  the  erection  of  a refuse  destruction  works  is  a matter 
still  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  the  Council. 
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
